Why are the British insisting 
on pulling out within two weeks 
after the commission arrives? 
Unquestionably because, being 
completely stymied of a solution 
in their own minds, they want to 
jump clear before hell breaks 
loose. 

Who is going to police Pal- 
estine? It is all very well to 
say: send a U. N. force. There 
isn’t any. If any force goes, 
it will have to be the force of 
one nation or several. But does 
any nation have the foggiest 
notion of what policing a con- 
dition of anarchy means? Any 
foreo must carry out the in- J 
structions of a government. 
Where will be the government? 
The five unfortunate fish-out- 
of-water commissioners? 

It is impossible to fill admin- 
‘strative positions wholly with 
Jews.. Those now Arab will have 
to operate in Arab territory. 
Would a Jew like to be a post- 
master in an Arab village? Or 
at the ticket office of an Arab 
depot? 

The truth is that the U. N. as- 
sembly, having passed a resolu- 
tion and appointed a commission, 

has started something that 
neither it nor anybody else knows 
how to finish. 

The British have 60,000 to 70,- 
900 troops in Palestine, and a 
picked police of 3,500 men—al- 
most all of whom speak Hebrew, 
Arab, or both. Britain is an old 
imperial power, accustomed — to 
deal with disorderly colonial sit- 
uations, and to train men for the 
purpose. Has anyone else such 
police? 

‘the native Palestinian police is 
a mixed foree. On May 15 the 
atter alone will remain. Who, 
-hen, will guard Christians and 
Jhristian properties in the Holy 
Sity, including sacred treasures, 
which are enormous? 


The electricity of Palestine is 
supplied by a private company 
argely Jewish-owned. Its main 
power station is in the north, at 
he Syrian and Trans-Jordan fron- 
tiers, wide open to attack and 
sabotage. 





In Jewish Palestine itself (with 
ffieially 600,060 Jews, and con- 
‘eivably 800,000, ineluding the 
‘iHlegals’’) there are 400,000 Arabs |
